Inthe Spring of 1791, Allen met the 
Commission of Synod under whose direc- 
tions he had been amissionating, and gave 
in his fall and very interesting report, with 
which they were so pleased that) they im- 
mediately directed him to retutn to Ken- 
tucky, and continue ta itinerate and. labor 
among that people. And as Mr. Rebert 
Marshall, his former colleague, had resign- 
ed his commission and located himself, they 
appointed Mr. William Calhoon, who had 
lately been liceused by thé Presbytery of 
Hanover, as his associate. 

When arrived in Kentucky, Allen and 
Calhoon separated and pursued different 


routes through the settlement, that the peo- 


ple might be supplied with preaching as 
generally as possible.

tlien called. They had built a small log 
ineeting-house to worship in, and he served 
But Bayley must needs 
turn Universalist: and as they hag no oth- 
er preaching, they continued to attend his, 
until they all became Universalists too.— 
Some of Allen's warm admirers asked per- 
mission of Bayley to let them make an ap- 


pointment for Allen to preach at his log | 


mecting-house, Bayley, as sach people 
generally do, affected ‘great liberality of 
sentiment about religion, and with great 
cheerfulness gave hisconsent. ‘The appoint- 
ent Was accordingly made for some days 
in advance, and general notice given of it. 

We may uow havea small specimen of 
Allen's style and) manner of preaching.— 
When the day arrived, a vast concourse as- 
sembled, so that the small log meeting- 
house could not contain one-tenth of the 
people. They therefore erected a stand for 
Allen in an extensive grove, hard by. He 
mounted this stand, and Bayley,. the Bap- 
tist Universalist, took a seat at his side.— 
When Allen rose, he stood still for some 
minutes, casting his eyes over this large 
crowd of nen, women, and horses, which 
spread through the forest as far as could 
he well seen, and seemed to be absorbed in 
deep thought. At last he broke silence by 
saying, “I do not-know to what to compare 
the people in Kentucky.” - Another signifi- 
eaut pause: “But think they remind me 
of a nest of young robins, as much as any- 
thing I can think of. Go to their nest and 
chirp, and every one will hold his. mouth 
wide open, and you may put in what you 
please, food or poison, and it all goes down 
alike, Get up here, and tell the people 
you are going to preach to them, and they 
stare at the preacher, with eyes and mouths 
open, and you may say what you please, 
truth or error, sense or nonsense, and they 
are equally pleased, if you only call it 
A man has been preaching here 
lor some time, and he told the people that 
le had found out a little back door in hell, 
Where you may all slip out, and get snugly 


around to heaven at last; and because he

Thus matters progressed for some years.— 


The settled life of a pastoris not expected 


to afford as many stirring incidents as that 
of an itinerant; but between the calls of 
duty among his own people, and those more 
pressing ones from some distance, Allen 
was apt to overtask himself. Besides, he 
had often to preach out of doors, or in close 
smoky cabins, which was enough to wear 


‘out an iron coustitution.

The Christian Church has furnished a 
host of heroes fashioned after the pattern 
of the royal Pgalmist; heroes, the least of 
whom was more glorious than Tarik. These 
heroes of Christianity compose the noble 
army of martyrs, and the records of war 
may be safely challenged to) produce such 
lofty exbibitions of the heroie as are found 
on the pages of ecclesiastical history, The 
military hero marches to the field of his 
glory stimulated hy the presenee of his 
companions in arms, the clangor of the 
trumpet, the melody of martial musie, and 
by all the pomp and cireumstanee of war, 
The martyr moves to the seene of his suf- 
fering unsustained by the presence of his 
friends, not only without the stimulus of 
one favorable, visible fact, but amidst the 
hissings and jeers of a multitude of foes.— 
The warrior is necessarily excited by his 
passions, Which makes him blind to all sense 
of persdnal danger; the martyr is calm, 
and the pains of a bitter death stand dis- 
tinctly before his eyes. The soldier has 
the hope of coming from the strife unharm- 
ed; the martyr is sure that his fate is to 
suffer. The prospect of hig country’s ap- 
proval, the smile of men, and the admira- 
tion of mankind, warm the heart of the 
former; while the latter falls with human 
exertions ringing in his ears. Visible hon- 
ors await the first; the last must derive all 
his strength from invisible sources—from 
the promises of an invisible God, and the 
hope of an invisible reward. Yet, with all 
these advantages in favor of the warrior, 
the martyr has equalled, if not excelled 
him, in brave endurance of suffering, in in- 
trepid defiance of danger, in unconquerable 
firmness of will. | 

We know no better example of martyr 
heroism than that furnished by Eusebius 
in his account of the death of the venerable 
Polycarp, the personal friend of the apos- 
tles, and Bishop of Smyrna. Placed at 
the proconsul’s tribunal, he stood bowed 
beneath the weight of many years, in the 
fullaess of patriarchal beauty, while a fe- 
rocious mob clamored fiercely for his blood. 
We love to picture him to our fancy with a 
few thin locks of whitened hair scattered 
over his head; a large, clear brow, rich in 
the wrinkles of honorable age; unclouded, 
mild eyes, beaming with devotion from be-

from his happy soul, and beautiful for the 
benevolence of its expression.

“When the family became embarrassed, 
she was suddenly sold to be sent to a plan- 
tation in Louisiana. She has often told 
me how, without any warning, she was for- 
ced into a carriage, and saw her little mis- 
tress screaming and stretching her aris 
from the window towards her as she was 
driven away. She has told me of scenes 
on the Louisiana plantations, and how she 
has often been out in the night by stealth, 
ministering to poor slaves who have been 
mangled or lacerated by the whip. From 
Louisiana she was sold into Kentucky, and 
her last master was the father of all her 
children, On this point she always main- 
tained a delicacy and reserve which, though 
it is not at all uncommon among slave wo- 
nen, appears to me remarkable.

“The most beautiful of these (her chil- 
dren) and the most beloved, lies buried near 
my Cincinnati residence, It was at his dy- 
ing bed, and at his grave, that I learnt 
What a poor slave-mother may feel when 
her child is torn from her. In the depths 
of my sorrow, Which seemed to ine immeas- 


urable, it was my only prayer to God that 


such anguish might not be suffered in vain. 

“There were circumstances connected 
with this child’s death of such peculiar bit- 
terness—of what might seem almost cruel 
suffering—that I felt I could never be con- 
soled for it, unless it should appear that 
the crushing of my own heart might enable 
me to work out some great good to others. 

‘His death took place during the cholera 
summer, When in a circle of five miles 


around me, nine thousand were buried—a 


mortality which I have never heard exceed- 
ed anyWhere. 

“My husband, in feeble health, was 
obliged to be absent the whole time, and I 
had sole charge of a family of fifteen per- 
sons. Ile could not return to me, because 
I would not permit it; for in many instan- 
ces where parents had retarned from a dis- 
tance to their families and the infected at- 
mosphere, the result had been sudden 
death, and the physicians warned ine that 
if he returned, it would only be to die. My 
poor Charlie died for want of timely medi- 
cal aid; for, in the universal confusion and 
despair that prevailed, it was often impos- 
sible to obtain assistance till it was too late. 

‘“T allude to this bereavement, because I 
believe that much that is in ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin’ had its root in the awful scenes 
and bitter sorrows of thatsummer. It has 
left now, I trust, no trace in my mind, ex- 
cept a deep compassion for the sorrowful, 
especially for mothers who are separated 
from their children. 

“During long years of struggling with 
poverty, sickness, and a hot, debilitating 
climate, my children grew up around me. 
The nursery and the kitchen were my prin- 
cipal field of labor. Some of my friends, 
pitying my toils, sent some of my sketches 
to certain liberally paying annuls, with my 
name. With the first money that I earned 
this way, I bought a feather bed! For, as 
I had married into poverty, and without a 
dowry, and as my husband had only a large 
library of books, and a great deal of learn- 
ing, this bed and pillows were thought on 
the whole the most profitable investment. 

“T now thought that I had discovered 
the philosopher’s stone, and when a new

It is curious and deeply interesting to 
observe how much of the advance which 
mankind has made in some of the most es- 
sential branches of material improvement 
has been effected within the last quarter of 
a century; and on the other hand, how ma- 
ny departments of human intelligence reach- 
ed its culminating point ages ago. It is 
not likely that the world will ever see a 
more perfect poet than Homer, a grander 
statesman than Pericles, a sublimer or more 
comprehensive philosopher than Plato, a 
sculptor equal to Phidias, a painter superi- 
orto Raphael. Certain it is, that the 
lapse of twenty or five-and-twenty centu- 
ries, has given birth to none who have-sur- 
passed them, and to few who have approach- 
ed them.° In the fine arts and in speculative 
thought, our remotest ancestors are still 
our masters. In science and its application, 
the order of precedence is reversed; and 
our own age has been prolific and amazing 
than the aggregate of all the ages which 
have gone before us.

A commusication in another column, points 
out some of the difficalties under which the pub- 
lic schodls Haber, and some of the dangers which 
beset yout# in this city. So far as the schools 
are concerned, it is no doubt true that they are 
in danger of suffering unjustly in public estime- 
tion, on account of complaints which have been 


- made against some of their pupils. Every pupil 


in. measure, holds in his keeping the reputation 
of the' school of which he isa member. And 
here is ground for an appeal to the more gener- 
ous qualities which are within him. Recent an- 
noyances occasioned by pupils, and public com- 
‘plaints may somewhat harm the schools; yet 
thoughtful men will not hold teachers responsible 
for the entire conduct of pupils, some of them 
received but for short periods, and none under 
the influence of the teacher for more than a few 
hours out of each twenty-four. The parents are 
more justly held responsible for the conduct of 
their children. And it is more correct to say, 
not that the boys of such a school are guilty of 
improper conduct, but that the sons of such and 
such parents are ill-manoered and troublesome. 

If parents have suffered their children to go 
beyond the restraints of good manners, it cannot 
be expected of the teacher that his influence of a 
day will counteract the neglect and ruin of years. 
Quite in contrast with recent complaints of the 
conduct of pupils when beyond the teachers’ ju- 
risdiction and out of school, is the testimony 
concerning their conduct while in the school-room 
and under the teachers’ control. The report of 
the Grand Jury just made, confirms previous re- 


ports concerning the schools; an institution in |

provement of our common school system, aud the 
fine and healthy appearance of the pupils gener:

~ Sabbath Theatricals 


This matter came up again last Saturday in 
the Mayor's Court, when at the suggestion of 
the District Attorney, Mr. Byrne, the whole mat- 
ter was referred to the Grand Jury. 

We copy form the Alta the following extract 
from a private letter received by a correspondent 
of that paper from the Hon. Charles A. Tuttle, 
one of the originators of the bill in the Senate. 

“The Legislature has an pndoubted right, un- 
der the police power, to declare any act which 
disturbs the good order of society a misdemean- 
or, and to prescribe what shall be the punish- 
ment 
hibited i in express terms. It is sufficient that it 
be declared a misdemeanor and a penalty aflixed 
to its commission. 

Our laws declare what shall be deemed murder 
and what larceny, and affix the penalty to the 
commission of either offence; yet nowhere in our 
State is mirder prohibited in express terms. 

In the act in question, the first section is mere- 
ly explanatory of me second; and the words “bar- 


barous and noisy” are intended to apply to all 


the amusements mentioned in the second section. 
This the law making power has a right to do.— 
Any act which is against good policy may be. 
declared so. Horse races, circuses, theatres, bow- 
ling alleys, and gambling saloons, are amusements ; 
and the Legislature can declare such amusements 
barbarous and noisy, aud punish lor indulging in 
them. 

The first section is useless so far as the force 
of the law is concerned. It is like a preamble 
to an act merely explanatory. It is possible we 
may have some judges now on the bench who 
would give the construction referred to; but let

It would seem that the spirit of rowdyisin and 
street-fighting whieh has prevailed with such 
malignity for a few weeks past, is contagions.— 
Like colds, catarrths and diarrheas, it attacks a

Sev- 
eral juvenile offenders, one or two of whom be- 
longed to the public schvols, havedately been 


public schools with being rude, noisy, trouble 
some, insulting, vulgar and profane. : 
It isa grave charge, and merits more than a 
passing notice. If true, the evil should be reniw- 
died ; if false, refuted. The charge sprung from 
the fact that a young lad belonging to one of 
the schools, and known as a quict, orderly, well- 
behaved scholar, happened like poor ‘Tray, to 
fall into bad company near a grog shop, and 
‘was upmercifully kicked and beaten by a man 
said to have been drunk. The mai, in his de- 
fense, attempted to excuse the brutality of the 
deed, by endeavoring to prove by several very 
doubtful witnesses, thatthe boys of the public 
schools were notorious for acts’ of 
such as stoning houses, and insulting passers by. 
Another case has reflected no simall discredit 
on the schools, A teacher, in a moment of puas- 
sion, pulls a Tittle girls’ ear, and the case, instead 
of being settled where it should have been, is 
brought into the public court. The particuiars 
exaggerated and distorted, day by day, appear in 
the papers, and finally the teacher is assaulted 
and beaten in the public street. Doubtless the 
teacher was in fault; but we do not think that 
for a single act, committed in a moment of vexa- 
tion, he should be hunted down and hooted at, or 
beaten in the streets of the city. It is painfully, 
mortifying to all the teachers connected with the 
schools, and tends to weaken their influence and 
destroy their diseipline. There are those: who 
magnify mote-hills to mountains ; who strain at 
gnats, and yet swallow camels. All these little 
things give some ground’ for the charge against 
‘the schools. They are by no means faultless, 
and some of the complaints are doubtless true. 
The boys of this city, many of them, are pre- 
cocious, particularly in iniquity. They have 
grown up ina rough-and-tumble life which has 
made them rude, disrespectful,.saucy and impu- 
dent. California life has made them keen, sharp, 
shrewd, but has dwarfed their moral natures. — 
‘They have all the activity of scolded fiends. 
With many, profanity is their vernacular. Many 
of them chew tobacco, smoke cigars, and imbibe 
mint-juleps. ‘They have high feelings of honor, 
and use their fists “scientificaily.” Some of all 


the different species, are found in the public 


schools—where they ought all to be. ‘Lhe ques- 
tion arises, are the schools chargeable with all 
the accumulation of vicious accomplishments, or 
does it result from other causes over which they 
have no direct control. When they are on the 
school grounds the teacher is responsible for 
their conduct, but ghe schools have the boys only 
six hours out of the twenty-four ;—where are 
they the rest of the time? Under the govern- 
ment of the parent. It would doubtless be very 
agreeable to some, to throw the whole burden of 


ponsibility on the shoulders of the teacher,:

ai iscipline cannot take the place of home-discipline. 
We look in vain to find at the present time, 
that severe but salutary parental authority, un- 
der which the present generation of fathers and 
mothers were brought up. Say what you will 
about the rigid old Puritanic fireside training, it 
raised tp such men and women as no other has 
produced. They taught their children to respect 
superiors and elders, and made thei yield instant 
obedience.
